Legally speaking, one may breach his contract although it is not 
ethical to break one’s word. 

Here Smith is representing both sides of the fence and one cannot 
do this in a fiduciary capacity. 

The State must always prove the corpus delicti, that a criminal act 
has been committed by a human agency, and in a homicide case the proof 
of the criminal act requires a dead person who can be proven to be dead. 

Law is that an acceptance becomes effective when it has been 
accepted. 

It is a matter of common observance that only one car fits on one 
side of the highway, when two try there is a collision. 

An oral release of a contract covering an interest in land must be 
in writing to be upheld under the Statute of Frauds. 

Equity aids the widow. 

He sat on his laches and loses his paramount position. 

The doctrine of caveat emptor does not apply to an innocent woman 
marrying a man who has a living spouse. 

There are three parties to every divorce, the bride, the groom and 
the State. 

The guarantee of the Constitution against ipso facto laws applies 
here. 

As one court has put it: “It is proper for the corporation to cast 
its bread upon the waters, providing the tide is running in the right 
direction.” 

That this distinction is illiberal and artificial should be apparent. It 
is the law, however, and the last place in the world to change the law 
would seem to be a bar exam. 

A divorce is only a “restoration to the marriage market.” 

A marriage is always consummated at the wedding ceremony. 

A contract in consideration of marriage must be consummated in 
writing. 

One of the primary rights of a partner is persona non grata.
